Chen Threatens Break if 
Troops Land While 
Parley Is On. 


SHIPS ALSO ON WAY; 
NEW CRISIS HINTED 


London’s Representatives in 
China Advised Step, Says 
Churchill. 


Shanghal, Feb. 9 (By A. P.).—British 
troops and British warships continued 
their progress today toward Shanghai 
for the announced purpose of protect- 
ing British lives. They proceeded des- 
pite the protests of both the Pekin 
and nationalist (Cantonese) govern- 
ments that such protection was un- 
necessary, and the further declaration 
by the natiomalist government that it 
would sign no agreement with Great 
Britain preliminary to a treaty if armed 
forces were landed at Shanghai. 

Two regiments of British troops, from 
Gloucestershire and Durham, departed 
from Hongkong toward Shanghai, con- 
tinuing their voyage from England. 
They will form part of the force of 
more than 16,000 soldiers and numer- 
ous warships that Great Britain has 
ordered assembled at or near Shanghai 
as a result of Chinese hostility. 

From Hankow, however, came news of 
developments more favorable to peace- 
able settlement of the British-Chinese 
controversy. Eugene Chen, nationalist 
foreign minister, it was said, resumed 
conversations Monday with Owen 
O'Malley, British charge d'affaires, which 
were broken off several days ago when 
Chen refused to sign an agreement ur: 
til assurances were given that British 
armed men would not be landed in 
Shanghal. 


Deflection Was Expected. 


This agreement would have provided 
for the future administration of the 
British concessions at Hankow and Kiu- 
kiang, which the nationalist govern- 
ment took over after mobs of coolies, 
fired by radical speeches, had forced 
British residents to evacuate their dis- 
tricts, and large numbers of them to 
go to Shanghai and elsewhere for safety. 

In resuming their conversations, 
Chen and O’Malley discussed the effect 
upon the agreement of the landing of 
British troops in Shanghai. 

Although there have been strong in- 
timations that part of the British 
force would be deflected to Hongkong 
or other ports unless the situation at 
Shanghai became acute no word offi- 
cially has come of such intention. 

Although little news has percolated 
from Chekiang province, where the na- 
tionalist forces are engaged in combat 
with the troops of Marshal Sun Chuan- 
Fang, the proposal to the Chinese fac- 
tions that Shanghai be declared a neu- 
tral zone made by American Secretary 
of State Kellogg, was less discussed in 
foreign circles today than two days ago.

LISBON FI” «T CONTINUES 


London, Feb. 9 (By A. P.).—Official 
silence on the situation in Portugal 
was broken today by the Portuguese 
embassy, which issued a statement pre- 
senting the Oporto insurrection had 
been put down and that the Lisbon 
outbreak was being dealt with by loyal 
troops. No direct independent news 
from Lisbon, however, reachéd London 
all day, while Madrid reported that it 
also was without definite news. 

Declaring that the uprising at Oporto 
had been organized by politicians who 
were involved in the revolt of May, 
1926, the embassy communique de- 
clared: 

“Loyal troops suppressed the Oporto 
revolt on Monday.” 

With regard to the Lisbon outbreak, 
the embassy asserts it is confined to a 
few sallors, three companies of repub- 
lican guards and a few civilians. The 
naval arsenal is in the hands of the in- 
surgents, but is under attack by gov- 
ernment troops. 

Otherwise it is declared the country 
is quiet. 

Spain has sent troops to watch the 
frontiers in cooperation with the Por- 
tuguese government, and is also send- 
ing some naval craft to Portuguese wa- 
ters.

RESCINDING PROPOSAL 
SHELVED IN SENATE 


Opponents of Pact Hail the 
Foreign Communications 
as Doom of Plan. 


(By the Associated Press.) 

The United Statec and her sister 
world powers appear to have come once 
more to a parting of the ways, this time 
on the question of membership in the 
world court. 

Great Britain and several other mem- 
bers of the court have sent to Wash- 
ington their long-awaited replies to the 
American overture for membership, and 
their views were described at the State 
Department yeste-day as conforming 
closely ' to the conclusion of the 
Geneva conference which proposed 
modification of the reservations adopt- 
ed by the United States Senate. 

The Senate itself, when it ratified 
the court protocol more than a year 
ago, stipulated that the other members 
must accept the American reservations 
before American membership could be- 
come effective, and President Coolidge 
recently announced that if any foreign 
nation sought modifications of the 
Senate program, he would look upon 
the whole negotiation as a closed in- 
cident. 

Yesterday a resolution proposing that 
the ratification be rescinded was urged 
in the Senate by Trammell, of Florida, 
who originally had voted to ratify, but 
it quickly was laid on the shelf after 
Chairman Borah, of the foreign rela- 
| tions committee, had told his col- 

leagues the United States was out of 
poe court anyway, and that no further 
action by the Senate was needed. 


Senators Make Comment. 


When it later was disclosed that sev- 
eral unfavorable replies to the Ameri- 
can note already were on file at the 
State Department, supporters and op- 
ponents of the court agreed that the 
long fight was over. Cloakroom dis- 
cussion developed many expressions of 
rejoicing and of regret, colored by the 
affiliations of the respective senators, 
with Moses, of New Hampshire, pro- 
posing “three lusty cheers for John 
Bull, the savior of America;”’ Watson, 
of Indiana, quoting the scriptural in- 
junction, “Let all the earth be glad 
and rejoice with exceeding great joy;” 
Blease of South Carolina, contributing 
a fervent “Thank God for that,” and 
Lenroot, of Wisconsin, and other court 
supporters consoling themselves with 
the statement that the Senate reserva- 
tions were attached for the protection 
of the United States and would stand 
as the American attitude, whether for- 
eign powers liked it or not. 

State Department officials, far from 
going into details about the replies re- 
ceived from abroad, would not dis- 
close the names of the other nations 
adding their voices to that of Great 
Britain, or even say how many had 
responded. It is assumed, however, 
that the British note was the forerun- 
ner of a virtually unanimous objection 
among members of the League of Na- 
tions to some of the language used by 
the Senate in its reservations. 

This objection, as it shaped up in the 
Geneva conference, was directed par- 
ticularly at the reservation which would 
have permitted American withdrawal 
from the court at any time, and at the 
further Senate stipulation that advi- 
sory court opinions on questions in 
which this country claims an interest 
could not be given without this coun- 
try’s consent.

NEVER SAW MERTON 
NAMED IN LETTERS 


Greater Part of Day Is Taken 
Up by Tracing Bonds Paid 
to J. T. King. 


New York, Feb. 9 (By A. P.).—The 
government called a surprise witness 
in today’s session of the Daugherty- 
Miller trial. 

Arthur Brent, negro butler to three 
Presidents, took the stand late in the 
day to give an intimate picture of life 
in the eight-room suite of Harry M. 
Daugherty, former Attorney General, 
occupied in the Wardman Park hotel, 
Washington, with Jess V. Smith, who 
ended his life there. Brent did not 
testfiy at the first trial. 

Brent, who served as butler to Pres- 
idents Roosevelt, Taft and Wilson, said 
that from October, 1921, to January, 
1922, the suite was the rendezvous for 
many prominent men, including Pres- 
ident Harding, who once visited 
Daugherty there. John T. King, one- 
time national Republican committee- 
man from Connecticut, and Thomas 
W. Miller, former alien property cus- 
todian and codefendant with Daugher- 
ty, were also visitors, he said. The 
suite, he said, was occupied by Senator 
Guy D. Goff before Daugherty rented 
: Merton Not Mentioned. 

At none of the meetings, Brent said, 
under cross-examination, was the 
name of Richard Merton, German 
metal magnate, or the American Metal 
Co. mentioned. Brent also was 
stenographer for Daugherty, he said, 
and in all his correspondence he never 
saw the names of Merton or the 
harmnerioan”™ Metal Co: mentioned. 

Daugherty and Miller are charged 
with defrauding the United States of 
their honest and best services in con- 
nection with the return to Merton of 
$7,000,000 of assets of the American 
Metal Co., which were seized during 
the war as enemy-owned property. 

Brent became Daugherty’s valet- 
typist after the former Attorney Gen- 
eral moved from “The Little House in 
H Street,” where he also lived with 
Smith. When no: longer needed as 
valet-typist, Brent said he was intro- 
duced into the Department of Justice 
as an investigator. He leaned forward 
in the witness chair to tell Harold Cor- 
bin, counsel for Daugherty, that “Mr.

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New York Central Deal 
For Line to Capital Hinted 


Move to Absorb Western Maryland and Washington, 
Baltimore and Annapolis Road Seen in Manipu- 
lations of Rail Stocks in Market. 


The New York Central railroad, which 
for years has sought to extend its sys- 
tem to Washington, is ‘trying to con- 
summate a deal which will make the 
extension possible, according to rumors 
current in Baltimore financial circies 
yesterday. 

The New York Central, according to 
these rumors, would first take over 
the Western Maryland Railway and 
thus make its entrance into Baltimore. 
It would then absprb the Washington, 
Baltimore & Annapolis Electric rail- 
road and gain a right-of-way to this 
city. 

Stocks of the Washington, Baltimore 
& Annapolis railroad advanced 1 point 
on the Baltimore exchange yesterday. 
There was no bidding on the stock in 
the Washington exchange. 

A deal between the New York Central 
and the Baltimore & Ohio railroad, 
whereby the Central would take over 
the Western Maryland line, is now in 
the making, according to rumors in 
Baltimore. 

The Baltimore & Ohio announced 
Monday that it had purchased a 35 per 


cent, or controlling interest in the 
Western Maryland line, and it was then 
that the rumors began to fly in the 
Baltimore financial district. Yester- 
day it was reported that the Baltimore 
& Ohio, in gaining control of the 
Western Maryland, was simply acting 
in the interests of the New York Cen- 
tral. 

As: its part of the agreement, it is 
said the New York Central would trans- 
fer its holdings of Reading Raltlroad 
stock to the Baltimore & Ohio. 

The Baltimore & Ohio is said to be 
desperately eager to gain control of the 
Reading line. At present the New York 
Central owns slightly more than 20 per 
cent of the stock of the Reading.

HEAD GREAT SCIENTIST 


| In accordance with a deathbed wish 
of Dr. Charles Doolittle Walcott, who 
died yesterday, an extremenly impor- 
tant conference will be held at the 
| Smithsonian institution tomorrow. It 
will have to do with the future policy 
of the institution and will be attended 
| by President Coolidge, Vice President 
| Dawes, members of the cabinet and 
other notables. 

While the conference is in progress, 
the body of Dr. Walcott will be lying 
at his home, 1743 Twenty-second street 
northwest. The funeral will not be 
held until Saturday. 

Dr. Walcott, an outstanding figure 
in the world of science, and secretary 
and executive head of the Smithsonian 
institution since 1907, had arranged 
the conference and had hoped to pre- 
side over it. He realized that his ill- 
ness was a fatal one, however, and 
early this week called in Dr. Charles 
G. Abbott, assistant secretary, and told 
him that his death must not be al- 
lowed to interfere with the conference. 

Dr. Walcott died at his home at 
12:20 o’clock yesterday afternoon of 
apoplexy. He had been confined to 
his home for about two weeks, al- 
though his health had been poor for 
more than a year. He would have been 
77 years of age March 31.

ASSERTS HOUSE WILL 
VOTE FOR 3 CRUISERS 


28 Patriotic Organizations Are 
Represented at Conference 
on National Defense. 


Nicholas Longworth, Speaker of. the 
House and potential Republican presi- 
dential candidate, in an address last 
night before delegates from 28 national 
patriotic women's organizations attend- 
ing a national defense conference in 
Memorial Continental hall, arraigned 
the small navy program of the Coolidge 
amdisistration and served notice that 
he will continue his fight for funds for 
building more ships. 

Neither President Coolidge nor his 
administration was mentioned specif- 
ically in the speech of the Speaker, 
who aimed his arraignment at the 
bureau of the budget, the right of 
which to dictate the size of the national 
navy Mr. Longworth challenged with 
the declaration that Congress and not 
the bureau was responsible to ithe 
people of the nation. 

“Today I grieve to say we are in a 
position of distinct inferiority to Great 
Britain, and not so very far away from 
Japan,” he declared in his address. 
“This lapse from our former high estate 
is nothing short of lamentable, if not 
humiliating, and it will become fn- 


| creasingly aggravated if the bill as it 


passed the House should become law.” 
House to Accede to Senate. 


Demanding that the Senate provide 
appropriations for beginning construc- 
tion of three authorized cruisers, some- 
thing the House by a majority of two 
votes refused to do, the Speaker pre- 
dicted that Senate action in providing 
funds for beginning construction will 
(be approved by the House when the 
navy appropriation bill goes back to it 
for conference. 

The Aftmerican people, he said, had 
every right to expect that the adminis- 
tration would maintain the navy on the 
5-5-3 ratio agreed on at the Washing- 
ton disarmament conference. “I hold,” 
he declared, “that the American people 
believed, and had the right to believe, 
that we intended to live up to that 
agreement. 

“What do you think the people 
would have said if, having reduced our 
navy to a level with Great Britain and 
in a ratia of 5 to 3 with Japan, it had 
been announced that we intended to 
actually go below the naval strength of 
these powers? 


People Would Have Been Angry. 


“I believe the American people ‘would 
have voiced their indignation in no 
uncertain terms.” 

The address of Speaker Longworth 
was the high light of the mass meet- 
ing with which the women delegates 
opened their defense congress which is 
to continue today and tomorrow, in 
the course of which speakers heard 
their condemnation of “this economy 
policy” applauded by ane audi- 
ence evidently in complete agreement 
with them. 

How direct was » Speaker's criti- 
cism of the administration naval pol- 
icy can be gleamed from his declaration 
that those in authority at the time the 
naval disarmament agreement was 
signed “certainly did not contemplate” 
a building program which would drop 
the United States below the power 
agreed on. 

He warned that “it is regrettable, 
though undoubtedly true, that we have 
incurred the envy if not the hatred 
and enmity of most of the great na- 
tions,” and that we can not expect the 
same “sort of consideration in their 
councils as might be due to a liking 
for us or gratitude for service or sacri- 
fices we have offered in the past.” 


Provision for Navy Inadequate. 


Declaring the army had been ade- 
quately provided for only because the 
House had overridden the budget bu- 
reau, Mr. Longworth continued: 

“With regard to the navy, however, 
I would say emphatically, ‘No,’ certainly 
as to the bill in the form in which 
it passed the House, and in that bill 
we adhered to the estimates and recom- 
mendations of the bureau of the 
budget. 

“I do not mean in any way to criti- 
cize the efficiency of this bureau or 
to decry its value. But after all, it is 
the Congress and not the bureau of the 
budget that is responsible to the people 
of the United States. In appropriating 
money from the national Treasury, I 
think we should follow the budget esti- 
mates as closely as possible, but to fole 
low them blindly at all times, particu- 
larly in questions relating to the de-. 
fense of the Nation, for which that 
bureau is in no way responsible, would

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PETITION ASKS REMOVAL 
OF NEW YORK AVE, TREES 


Curbs From Ninth to Thir- 
teenth Streets Also Called 
Traffic Obstruction. 


REFERRED TO ELDRIDGE 


Removal of the big trees and con- 
créte curbings in the middle of New 
York avenue northwest, between Ninth 
and Thirteenth streets, was asked yes- 
terday in a petition presented to the 
commissioners by Attorney Charles C. 
Miller. It was referred to Director of 
Traffic M. Q. Eldridge for recommenda- 


tions, and from him it will go to 
Clifford Lanham, superintendent of 
trees and parking. 

There were, 19 signatures of in- 
dividuals and corporations appended to 
the petition, including the Washington, 
Baltimore & Annapolis Railroad Co., the 
treminus of which abuts on New York 
avenue and the interurban cars of 
which use the thoroughfare, and 
Emergency hospital, the ambulances of 
which use the avenue frequently in re- 
sponding to calls. 

“The petitioners want it distinctly 
understood,” said Attorney MéAiller, 
“that it is not sought to make New 
York avenue a trfeleas street, as are 
some of the business sections, but 
merely to change a dangerous condi- 
tion which exists nowhere else in 
Washington and to place New York 
avenue in the same situation in re- 
spect to trees as the other streets and 
avenues of the city. 

“The space taken up by trees and 
curbing constitutes such an obstruc- 
tion to traffic as to menace public 
safety, especially when fire apparatus 
or police or hospital ambulances use 
the street. It is said that, with cars 
parked along the sidewalks, the space 
left for traffic in either direction is 
only about 15 feet. 

“The petition states that New York 
avenue, if unobstructed, would be a 
wide thoroughfare and an arterial 
highway between the downtown sec- 
tion and Union station, the use of 
which would reduce traffic conges- 
tion on other streets. Under present 
conditions it is not used much for 
crosstown traffic and has little value 
as a main highway.”

New York Police Battle in 
Snow; Take Second Man 
and Woman Prisoner. 


HELD IN OFFICER’S DEATH 


Special to The Washington Post. 

New York, Feb. &—Four New York 
detectives who followed the trail of two 
alleged gunmen until it led to the heart 
of the Adirondacks where they-closed 
with their men in a desperate pistol 
duel, returned to New York today, 
bringing with them Peter Seiler, 20, 
former New York postal clerk, and Mrs. 
Grace Peterson, 26, of Forest Hills, L. I., 
alive, and Walter Tipping, dead. 

They got their men, charged with 
the killing of Patrolman James Master- 
son in a speakeasy hold-up January 31, 
and they arrested the woman as a@ ma- 
terial witness after following for a 
sleepless week a series of clews that 
took them to Forest Hills and then 
through the snow of the Adirondacks 
to a bungalow at Camp Utica, near Old 
Forge. 

Here the last act of one of the 
strangest dramas in the annals of the 
department was put on to the tune of 
barking pistols in the semidarkness of 
yesterday's dawn. Except for a slight 
wound on the wrist of Detective 
Thomas Martin, of the homicide squad, 
the New York policemen escaped un- 
hurt. Tipping was shot through the 
head and instantly killed. 

A telephone call from Forest Hills to 
Old Forge two days before the killing 
of Patrolman Masterson led to the 
finding of the two alleged gunmen and 
the woman. Mrs. Petersen, who came 
from Wichita, Kans., about ten years 
ago, the detectives say, is the wife of a 
race horse owner now in Miami. In 
the winter she lives at Forest Hills and 
in the summer in the bungalow at 
Camp Utica. Mrs. Petersen was held in 
$50,000 bail as a witness by Judge Will- 
iam Allen in general sessions. Seiler 
was held without bail, charged with 
homicide. Simultaneously, Mrs. Rebecca 
Griffin, 48, of Woodhaven, Queens, was 
held in $509 bail for the grand jury by 
Magistrate Gresser, im Jamaica, for il- 
legal possession of a revolver. Detectives, 
after raiding: Mrs. Griffin’s house, 
charged they founa another gun, used 
in the Masterson shvoting, as well as 
some of the loot. 

Late this afternoon alelen Graves, 
who was struck in the shmlilder by one 
of the many bullets which fiew during 
the holdup, identified Seiler ac one of 
the thugs. Police say they also have 
identifications of Seiler from three 
others.

ACT IS PASSED BY HOUSE 


Topeka, Kans., Feb. 9 (By A. P.).— 
Kansas lovers with a matrimonial incli- 
nation will have to start saving their 
pennies if the State legislature and Gov. 
Paulen approve the marriage eugenics 
bill which was brought back to life to- 
day by the senate temperance and 
hygiene committee. Every couple ap- 
plying for a marriage license would be 
required to prove they had $1,000 on 


deposit in a bank or invested “over 
and above debts, liabilities and exemp- 
tions,” under an amendment attached 
to the bill by the committee. 

“That would tide them over the first 
year,” said the author of the amend- 
ment, Senator Butler, of Frankfort, a 
farmer, past middle age. 

Exemption would be allowed, accord- 
ing to Senator’ Butler’s interpretgtion, 
for the couple which owned a or 
other property equal in value to $1,000. 
Conversely, if the couple was in debt 
@100, they would be required to show a 
deposit of at least $1,100. 

“Every girl approaching marriage, if 
she is ambitious, would be able to save 
$1,000,” Senator Butler said. “If not, 
the couple could at least save that 
much together before getting married. 
I believe the idea is all right, and 1 
would like to make the requirement 
$2,000.” 

Marriages between members of the 
Ethiopian race with those of the Cau- 
casian race would be prohibited under 
arlother committee amendment. 

The committee’s favorable report on 
the bill, which has already passed the 
House, reversed its action yesterday in

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Hicroslyphice May Give | 
Light on Armenian Race 


Erivan, Soviet Armenia, Feb. 9 (By 
A. P.).—Chiseled on the mountain- 
side along the shores of Lake Sevan, 
in Southern Armenia, have been 
found many hitherto unknown 
hieroglyphic inscriptions antedating 
the birth of Christ by several 
thousand years. They are believed to 
mark a civilization in Armenia con- 
temporaneous with that which ex- 
isted in Egypt, Persia, Asyria and 
Babylon. 

Inscriptions are of two different 
types and are accompanied by draw- 
ings. Some of the _ tnscriptions, 
which up to now Armenian archeol- 
ogists have been unable to decipher, 
possess the characteristics of hiero- 
glyphics, while others are of the 
linear type. The drawings are of a 
high order. 

The Armenian government has ap- 
pointed a committee of experts to 
study the inscriptions. It is believed 
their decipherment may throw new 
light on the real origin of the 
Armenian race, which up to the

SPAIN ASKS SOLE RULE f 
OF REGION IN TANGIER 


Delegates Gather in Paris to 
Revise the Thorny Alge- 
ciras Question. 


U. S. INTERESTED POWER 


Paris, Feb. & (By A. P.).—The thorny 
problem of the international zone of 
Tangier, which more than once [as 
created difficult diplomatic situations, 
again was opened today with a meet- 
ing of French and Spanish delegates to 
consider Spain’s demand that she alone 
be given jurisdiction over the city and 
the 200 miles of contiguous territory. 

After being greeted by Foreign Min- 
ister Briand, the delegates went into 
session this evening at the Quai d’Or- 
say, but did no more than discuss in 
general the Spanish demand. 

A preliminary conference will be held 
tomorrow between Maurice de Beau- 
marchais, political director of the for- 
eign office, representing France, and 
Senor Aguirre y Carcer, representing 
Spain. Tke Spanish delegates, how- 
ever, will wait until Monday before 
presenting the formal memorandum 
containing their demands to. the 
French delegation. 

The Spanish plan of campaign is first 
to insist that other nations, including 
the signers of the Algeciras conference 
of 1906, of whom the United States is 
one, step out and leave the field clear 
for Spain to institute an administra- 
tion of her own. 

When this demand is refused, as 
there is no doubt it will be, Spain will 
request that the administrator of the 
international .zone, who now is a 
Frenchman, be replaced by a Spaniard. 
The Spanish delegates aleo will ask 
that mixed courts be suppressed and 
that they’ be replaced by Spanish courts 
on which representatives of the differ- 
ent nations will be allowed to sit when 
their respective nationals are involved. 

Another demand will be that the 
present representative of the sultan, 
who looks after the interests of the 
natives in the zone, be named by the 
khalifa of the Spanish zone instead of 
by the sultan, thus bringing him under 
Spanish influence and control. 

In any event, Spanish delegates will 
demand that the zone outside of the 
city of Tangier itself be annexed to 
the Spanish protectorate. The grounds 
upon which Spain is basing her claims 
is that the zone has been used as a

TO RELIEVE VETERANS. 


The House veterans committee has acted 
wisely {n approving a measure to extend the 
time Iimit for conversion of government war 
risk imsurance- policiés until July 2, 1928. 
Under the original law privilege of conversion 
would have expited last July. A _ prevyious 
ségsion, howéver, extended the time limit until 
next July 2. 

Thousands of reterans have found it difficult 
to get back on their feet financially. Many 
of them hare been forced to allow their in- 
surance to lapse because they were unable to 
raise the comparatively small amount neces- 
tary for monthly payments. Many more have 
been able to scrape sufficient money together 
to keep their policies in force, but can not see 
their way clear to increase the monthly re- 
inittances which conversion necessitates. Ag 
time passes the earning power of these vet- 
erans Will increase. They will be able to re- 
instate thelr present term insurance, and 
finally to convert it into one of the life or en- 
dowment policies. The government should 
make this possible by continuing the present 
arrangement. 

The committee also has approved a bill to 
flx the compensation of veterans in hospitals 
without dependents at $80 a month, and a 
measure to place veterans suffering from 
chronic diseases on the same basis with tuber- 
culosis patients. The three bills will be con- 
solidated into one measure to facilitate pas- 
sage. The legislation should be given prefer- 
ential treatment.

Since 1907 he had been secretary 
and executive head of the Smithsonian insti- 
tution, to which his scientific and administrs- 
ive ability were of immeasurable raius. Hoe 
was @ world authority on fossil inverteh.ate 
animals, and his researches in paleontology 
as Well as in many other fields of science had 
won numerous international distinctions. 

Dr. Walcott was largely a _ self-educated 
man. As a schoolboy in Utica, N. Y., he de- 
veldped a taste for.geology and natural his- 
tory. When he reached 18 years of age ho 
left school and entered a hardware store as a 
clerk, where he obtained considerable prac- 
tical Business training. When only 13 he 
started the systematic collection of fossils and 
minerals, which he studied with the afd of 
volumes borrowed from a friend. 

The Smithsonian institution under the ad- 
ministration of Dr. Walcott has made great 
progress.. Notable research (investigations 
have been conducted in various parts of the 
world under his direction, and he personally 
studied large areas of the Rocky . mountains 
of British Columbia and Alberta. His greatest 
monument is contained in the knowledge he 
has given the world, and fn the position which 
the Smithsonian, under his direction, has as- 
sumed among the leading internationally 
known scientific institutions. .

LIBRARY EXPANSION. 


Representative Ernest W. Gibson, of Ver~ 


mont, hag Intfeduced @ bill providing for the

any time. The bill has been referred to the 
committee on the District of Columbia. 

Introduced so late in the session, the bill has 
no chance of congideration at this time. It is 
thought, however, that much may be gained 
by having the proposal on record, and although 
the present bill will expire with this Congress, 
the ice will have been broken for considera- 
tion of the needs of the library. 

The fight for library ezpaneion has only be- 
gun, and although the Gibson measure pro- 
vides that thete shall be appropriated for the 
five fiscal years beginhing with 1929 such 
sums as may be necessary in the aggregate to 


carry out the provisions of the act within such | 


five years, it is quite probable that Congress 


will delay action beyond that date. Those 
who are fighting for the local library are well 
organized, however, and will not cease their 
efforts. They deserve the full support of all 
citizens.

Advised by Men on Scene. 


London, Feb. 9 (By A. P.).—British 
warships are already on their way to 
Shanghai, this despite the fact that the 
Cantonese foreign minister, Eugene 
Chen, had offered strenuous objections 
to continuing negotiations with the 
British charge, Owen O'Malley, at Han- 
kow, if the British government’s an- 
nounced policy of dispatching troops to 
Shanghai were carried out. 

Premier Baldwin in the house of com- 
mons yesterday gave assurances the 
British ships would not proceed to 
Shanghai unless an emergency aroée, 
or unless the British representatives 
there advised their presence. Winston 
Churchill, chancellor of the exchequer, 
in the house today explained that the 
movement of the British troops from 
Hongkong to Shanghai was in accord- 
ance with the advice of the govern- 
ment’s representatives in China. 

The responsibility of the troops, if 
they are landed, will be limited to the 
protection of the lives of British na- 
tionals. Thus the British public has re- 
ceived new evidence of the rapidity 
with which the complex Chinese situa- 
tion changes with this movement of 
the advance guard of the defense force.

Rome, Feb. 9 (By A. P.).—The pro- 
posal of the United States for the neu- 
tralization of the Shanghai zone is an 
“imperialistic gesture” intended to 
shift the center of the diplomatic ne- 
gotiations on China from Europe to the 
United States, says La Tribuna, which 
usually speaks for the government. 


“It is too soon to judge the practical 
value of the American proposal, but its 
significance is clear,” the paper says. 

“The United States enters a world 
problem like the Chinese with a clearly 


.autonomous proposal in an effort to 


shift the center of diplomatic action 
from Europe to the United States. It 
would not be surprising if a proposal 
were made to hold a conference in 
Washington to reexamine the Chinese 
problem like that of 1921. This gesture 
can not be called by any hypocritical 
hame of the social democratic, masonic 
or even Anglo-Saxon language, but 
must be characterized by a single word, 
namely, imperialism.”
